Winnipeg. Manitoba, March 3.—[Special. }— 
Corporal Paine of the roya) mounted police, 
who Grove several thousand miles from Fort 
Chippewayan, Athabasca, in a dog sled with 
the Rev. Mr. Buckman, a missionary who 
‘had become 4 raving maniac tn the solitary 
waste, is insane, and hag been confined in 


asylum at Brandon. 


After handing over. hie charge at.Edmon- 
ton, the corporal went reving mad himeelf, 
and it is feared that he will never recover 
his reason. Strangely enough, he is con- 
fined in the next cell to that in which the 
missionary probably will pass his days, 

The story of Paine’s rescue of Buckman 
ang the trip back over 2,400 miles of ice 
and snow is one of the most remarkable on 
record. 

The Rev. Mr. Buckman of the Canedian 
mission traveled far into the north, where 
the only inhabitants are Indians and halt- 
breeds. He was in the employ of the Hudson 
Bay Fur company. He reached Fort Chip- 
pewayan, @ supply post of the company.

The small tent was used as a sort 
of shelter, and the sled was turned on side 
to keep off wind and storm. Cold meat, ” 
beans, and tea usually made the meal. 

On the afternoon of the fourth day the 
weather turned clear and the sun on the 
snow was almost blinding. It seemed to 
affect the missionary. He became so violent 
that he burst his bonds. A clump of trees 
appeared in the bend of the river and the 
maniac ran screaming Inte the woods. 

Fortunately the corporal was an athlete 
and managed to recapture the mah. A des- 
perate struggle followed, but the missionary 
was carried back to the sledge and strapped 
to it. Again they proceeded, but the man re- 
fused to eat, and the corporal had to force

GENERAL STRIKE IS is ORDERED. 


St. Petersburg Workmen Angered by 
Befusal. to Grant 
‘Their Political Demands.. 


ST. PETERSBURG, M ‘March 3.—The work- 
men, angered at the rejection of their de- 
mands upon the government, tonight pro- 
claimed a. general throughout St. 
Petersburg. 

As expected, the answer to most of the 
political conditions imposed by the work- 
men .who met yesterday at the People’s pal- 
a as essential preliminaries to electing 
“fifty of their numbér to serve on the mixed 
commission of employers and employés was 
a decided negative. 

Senator Schidlovski, who was to ‘preside 
over the commission, in his reply today, 
which was printed and placarded on the 
doors of the various meeting places, drew 
‘a sharp distinction between economic and 
‘purely political conditions. He met the men 
halé way in regard to the former and gave 
@ Pledge that representatives would be im- 
mune from arrest or molestation on account 
of speeches or demands so long as they con- 
fined themselves to industrial conditions. 

“As for the other demands,” he continued, 
“they go far beyond the competency of the 
commission in the task cémmitted to it by 


part. 

The neighborhood was full of police, large 
numbers of whom were hidden in courts, 
hg alleys, and buildings in the vi- 

ty. 

The workmen stood about in the snow dis- | 
cussing the situation quietly among them- 
, selves. They finally decided to hold sectional 
meetings this afternoon to decide on the 
measures to ‘be adopted.

Great confusion prevails in this city, every 
means of transport ‘out of Mukden being 
used. 

Night attacks are again the feature of the 
Japanese tactics. During last night almost 
a corps of Japanése infantry was hurled

the Japanese using hand grenades with terri- 
ble effect. The butchery on both sides was 
frightful.

When noontime comes and congress has 
adjourned, the president ushered to his 
Seat in the senate chamber and stays there 
for half an hour in company with members 
of the Supreme court and all the dignitaries 
of the nation, while Vice President Fairbanks 
and the senators are sworn in. Only after 


a continuous body, always constructively 
ready for business, has finished the work of 
completing its own identity, the president 
himself is escorted to the east front of the 
capitol, where the inauguration proper takes 


There is nothing really impressive in the 
taking of the oath, although it is admin- 
istered by the chief justice of the Supreme 
court in his official gown. The oath itself 
blest clerk in the governm service, and the 
president could, if he chose, swear to defend 
the constitution before a mere notary public 
and in the privacy of his own room if he saw 
fit. The majesty of the thing is in its sim- 
'plicity, however, and in the fact that the 
taking of the oath is witnessed by thousands 
upon thousands of people, not one in ten of 
whom can hear the words as the president 
follows those dictated to him by Chief Justice 
Fuller.

Ceremony Comparatively Brief. 

The whole ceremony at the capitol will 
not take more than an hour, and by 2 
o'clock the president will be back at the 
White house at luncheon with his family and 
a few invited personal friends. This abso- 
lutely completes the whole ceremony of the 
inauguration of the president, and he will 
not have been away from his official resi- 
dence more than four hours altogether, of 
which more than half will be taken up Liter- 
ally with public business.

‘ The weekly bulletin of the board of health 
contains a little comfort for those: who 
have been watching anxiously the contert. 
between medical science and its aggressive 
foe, pneumonia. One thousand one. hun- 
dred and fifty-one persons died of this dis- 
ease in Chicago during the first fifty-six 
days of last year. The number who died 
of it during the same period this year was 
1,019, or 132 -less. The reduction in the 
number of deaths may be owing to tempo- 
rarily favorable weather conditions. A 
more hopeful view is that medical science 
is at last beginning to best its antagonist. 

’ Pneumonia has for some time been giving 
the physicians a harder fight than any other 


disease which in recent years has steadily 
gained ground on them. Out of every 100,- 
000 persons who died in the United States 
in 1890, 9,091 succumbed to pneumonia. 
Out of every 100,000 who died in this coun- 
try in 1900,.10,198 were carried off by it. 
Except consumption, no malady claims so 
many victims. More people die annually 
of pneumonia than of typhoid fever. cancer, 
diphtheria, appendicitis, grip, and scarlet 
fever combined. It is most prevalent in 
spring and autumn; and the developments 
of the next several weeks will indicate bet- 
ter than those of the last few w how 
the battle against it is going. 

Many people imagine they are more likely 
to’ get pneumonia if they venture outdoors 
in cold weuther than if they stay closely 
indoors. This is a radical mistake. 
pneumococcus, as the specific germ of acute 
or “lobar” ‘pneumonia is called, loves no 
place like a hot, badly ventilated flat or 
office. 
he flourishes in bad air like a green bay 
tree. Investigators at the University of 


Wisconsin recently examined five outdoor 


workers and five indoor workers. They 
found that every one of the indoor workers 


had pneumonia germs in his.mouth and 
mose, and that not one of the outdoor work- 


ers. had them.

The 
princess will, unless she marries in defiance 
of her father’s wishes, be the principal 
heiress of his enormous wealth, which aside 
from his Congo posséssions, is estimated at 
some $60,000,000, and in any case will be en- 
titled to a considerable share of this weaith, 
since by Belgian law he cannot entirely disin- 
herit her. The French government seems to 
think that Prince Victor with the fortune 
of a rich wife at his disposal would become a 
more serious peril to the republic than he is 


Exception may be taken, however, to this 
view, and past experience goes to show that 
impecunious pretenders are far more Ganger- 
ous than those who are in affluent circum- 
stances. The latter prefer the by no means 
disagreeable lot of a rich pretender, even 
to the po on of a. throne, which entails 
all sorte of obligations and discomforts, and 
are, therefore, unwilling to squander their 
wealth on ventures~which are necessarily 
hazardous, and which frequently result in 
nothing but filing the pockets of a num- 
ber of desperate adventurers, Moreover, 
they know that any overt act against the 
government which they wish to overthrow 
involves the forfeiture of the prerogatives 
end immunities which they enjoy in the 
country in which they have set up their home 


‘and the hospitality of which they receive. 


On the other hand, a penniless pretender 
has nothing to lose, and is therefore always 
ready to stake everything. 

Don Carlos ceased to take any active part 
in the efforts to overthrow the existing dy- 
nasty in Spain from the moment that he 
secured possession of the immense fortune 
which his first wife Had inherited just before 
her death. The duke of Braganza has large 
estates in Austria, and therefore consti- 
tutes no peril whatsoever to the throne of 
Portugal, to which he pretends, and there is 
no doubt whatsoever that if Napoleon III. 
had@ been successful in his. suit for the hand 
of the multimillionaire, Miss Burdett-Coutts, 
away back in the fourth decade of the nine- 
teenth century,. he would have remained 
quietly in England in the enjoyment of her 
fortune, and have made no attempt whatso- 
ever to secure possession of that French 
throne, which, after his sanguinary coup 
d'état at Paris, he occupied for the space of 
eighteen years. The French government 
would do well under the circumstances to 


Princess Clementine of Belgium to Prince 
Victor Bonaparte, since the union would 
have the effect of rendering him still more 
innocuous to the republic than he is today. 

Inasmuch as there are in this country a 
number of Roman Catholic lawyers who be 
long to the order of St. Peter, an organiza- 
tion composed.of gentlemen of the robe who 
have bound themselves to make use of their 
legal qualities and prerogatives to Mefend 
the interests of their church in various parts 
of. the world, it may be of interest to many 
here to learn that two of the officers of the 
order have fallen foul of the French govern- 
ment. The president, M. Loutier de Bou- 
doin, who is one of the pope’s chamber- 
lains of the cape and sword, and the Abbé 
Reynaud Wolda,~chaplain of the military 
prisons and representative of the order in 
the south of France, have been arrested by 
the French police. The abbé’s arrest came 
first. He was charged with fraud by means 
of the sale of bogus patents of membership 
of the order, and by investing with the in- 
signia of the latter people who had no qual- 
ity to belong to the order save the money 
which they had paid him. The abbé, in seek- 
ing to disculpate himself, appears to have 
endeavored to incriminate the aged president 
of the order, and it is this that has caused 
the latter’s arrest. 

It is probable, however, that he will be 
speedily released, for the order is a per- 
fectly reputable and recognized organization, 
and was founded in 1877 by Pius IX. for 
the purpose of grouping into an association 
for the defense of the interests of the church 
Roman Catholic lawyers in every part of 
the world. The order, which has a charter 
-in the shape of a papal brief, was treated 
with marked favor by the late pope, and 
enjoys the good will of the present pontiff, 
and its principal dignitary at Rome is Car- 
dinal Respighi, who sudceeded the late Car- 
| dinal Parocchi in the office. 

If I lay stress on this, it is because the 
accounts of the arrest of the two officers 
of the order above mentioned published in 
the French papers convey the impression 
that the order of St. Peter is a bogus one, 
'and that it is used for purposes of fraud, 
whereas it is a well recognized and bona 
‘fide organization, of high standing at the 
vatican, and the services: of which to the 
church have been highly appreciated by the 
present pontiff and his two immediate prede- 
cessors.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AND SEN ATE. 
DIFFER ON METHODS, NOT POLICIES 


| Believed at the National Capital That Executive and Congress Will Get Ta 4

Washington, D. C., March 3.— €Special.)— 
When the Fifty-eighth congress terminates 
tomorrow at noon and the, senate of the 
Fifty-ninth inaugurates a special sitting on 
its own account, the country will be in a 
fair way of discovering: the rea] attitude of 
that body as regards the president and his 
policies. So far the senate has set aside the 
arbitration treaties, Panama canal and the 
railroad rate legislation, and the Santo Do- 


fore, will open with every one of the meas- 
ures in which Mr. Roosevelt'ig most inter- 
ested still suspended in midair, and the ac- 
tion or lack of action regarding them will 
show how far the rumor of senatorial hos- 
tility is justified. For my part, I do not think 
and have never thought that this: hostility 
exists at all outside of the imagination of 
certain public commentators on public 
events, 
Only a Difference in Methods. 

As I have already said in this correspond- 
ence, I firmly believe that the senate wants 
everything the president: wants. The differ- 
ence is merely a difference as to methods. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s impulse is to go straight to 
his objective. He’ has the desired goal in 
clear view, and he prefers to approach it by 
the direct, frontal route. As it happenk, the 
senate has thus far thwarted every one of his 
expedients, but I contend that the senate is, 
neverthelesa, in sympathy with most, if not 
all, of his purposes. 

Take the case arbitration treaties for 
example, and it appears that Mr. Lodge of 
Massachusetts, his life long friend, generally 
recognized as his personal spokesman and 
representative onthe floor—Senator 

was conspicuous in opposition to those in- 
struments. in the form in which they came 
from thestate department. But nobody sup- 
poses that Lodge, together with the rest of 
the senators who took this view, is opposed to 
the principle of arbitration and prefers war 
to peaceful negotiation. 

Case of Santo Domingo. 

There, too, is the Santo Domingo question. 
It is absurd to conclude from what hae oc- 
curred thus far that a majority of the sena- 
tors are averse to any composition of the 
affairs of that distracted country, or indiffer- 
ent to the perils and calamities which brood 
over its present sad predicament. The simple 


fact of the matter is that they want exactly 


what the president wants and.that the only 
problem with them is one of ways and means. 
They have their duties and responsibilities, 
hewever, and here they are accountable, not 
to the president, but to the country, and to 
conscience. Who can say that if Mr, Roose- 
velt were a senator he would be less consider- 
ate of his obligations they are? As 
president he has the initiative; as lawmakers 
they are charged with the definition of meth- 
ods. There is nothing else in the situation as 
I see it. Certainly it is too soon to astume 
that the senate is actuated by hostility to ths 
president or even to the essential features 
of any of his plans. The near future, how- 
ever, will tell the story. The truth will be 
lifted out of the» domain of inference and 
guesswork. 

Meanwhile, I make bold to say that the- 
president has reason to be much prouder of 
the senate’s recent record than of the house’s,

| LORD BYRON THE ORIGINAL 
OF MRS, WARD'S LATEST HERO,

N the 9th of this month Messra. Har- 
per & Bros. will publish Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward's latest novel, “ The Mar- 
riage of William Ashe.” It is now 
about two years since “ Lady Rose's 
Daughter” was published, three or four 
since it was written. Mrs. Ward is no rapid 
fire novelist; she never hurries, but walks 


querader,” but with an intense desire to con- © 


tinue the story, if not from month to month 


The story is not yet finished in Harper's 
Magazine, nor is the book yet ready for the 
market. Messrs. Harper have a pleasant 
way of binding up the chapters that have 
been printed and that are to be printed in the 
magazine in neat book form “for private 
distribution, not for sale.” 


It was discovered as “ Lady Rose's Daugh- 
ter” was nearing its close in the pages of 


Harper's Magazine that Mrs. Ward had 


taken the character of Julle de Lespinagsse 
as the model of her Julie de Breton. There 
Was some little criticism at the time, but 


foolish, as it always seemed to me; for why 


should not a novelist take any person or 
episode that suggests itself for character or 
plot? It has now been discovered by Miss 
Abi Caroline Sykes, who publishes her dis- 
covery in the March number of the Critic, 
that the heroine of “The Marriage of Will- 
lam Ashe ” is none other than Lady Caroline 
Lamb, and that the hero, Geoffrey Cliffe, is 
Lord Byron, the man to whom Lady Caroline 
lost her heart and over whom she later lost 
her head. William Lamb is William Ashe 
in Mre. Ward’s story. Not only are these 
three characters drawn from life but one 
does not have to go far to see that Mrs. 
Ward's Mary Lyster is Miss Milbank, and 
that Lady Melbourne figures in her pages 
as Lady Tranmore, Mrs. Ward has set for- 
ward the time of her story, transplanting 


the people and incidents of the early nine- : 


teenth century a few generations later, to 
the days when many men now living were 
young, when the pre-Raphaelite movement 
was in its beginning, and Burne-Jones him- 
self was young. 

In the tempestuous, eccentric life of Lady 
Caroline Lamb, Mrs. Ward found a story 
to her hand She has hardly any 
changes in it. Miss Sykes, in writing her 
article for the Critic, had not the advantage 
of geeing the ending of Mrs. Ward’s novel, 
but she surmised, and correctly, that it could 
only be finished in accordance with the facts. 
Like Lady Kitty Ashe, Lady Caroline Lamb 
was the victim of a violent temper. She was 
charming to look at, attractive in her man- 
ners, but her conduct was indiscreet and 
often artificial. She became infatuated with 
Byron when his fame was at its height, but 
her first impression of him, recorded in her 
diary, was, “ Mad—badé and dangerous to 
know,” which, if I remember rightly, are 
the words used by Lady Kitty to describe 
Geoffrey Cliffe. 


, Mrs. Ward's description of the poet is not 
an absolute description of Byron. In the first 
place she gives him a mustache, which facial 
decoration Byron never wore. “ An odd fig- 
ure,” she calls him. “Tall, spare, loosely joint- 
ed, surmounted by a pale parchment face, 
which showed a protruding chin, a long and 
delicate nose, and fine brows under a straight 
overhanging mass of fair hair. He had the 
dissipated, battered look of certain Van Dyck 
cavaliers, and certainly no handsomeness 
of any accepted kind.” But Geoffrey Cliffe 
“‘ possessed for innumerable men and women 
in English ‘ society ’ and out of it.a fascina- 
tion it was easier to laugh at than to ex- 
plain."’ It was to this fascination that Lady 
Caroline Lamb, as well as Lady Kitty Ashe, 
fell a victim. Bulwer Lytton, who knew 
Lady Caroline well, says that she showed 
him one of Byron's letters; in which the poet 
said, “ You are the only woman I know who 
has never bored me.” She was a creature 
of whim and impulse, as her friends well 
knew. She was always planning eccentrici- 
ties. For instance, at 3 o’clock one morning 
she sent a messenger to her friends to come 
to her house and hear her play the organ, a 
summons that they eagerly obeyed, for they 
knew that entertainment was in store for 
them; not only her playing of the organ, but 
her talk, which is said to have held them 
spellbound until long after morning had 
dawned, 


In Mrs. Ward's story Lady Kitty elopes 


- with Geoffrey Cliffe, but, according to the 


Murray-Scribner edition of Byron’s works, 
Lady Caroline wanted Bryon to run away 
with her, but he declined the suggestion. She 
is said to have forced herself into his room 
and implored him to fly wtih her, but he re- 
fused, conducted her back to Melbourne 
house, and kept her secret. Of course Mrs. 
Ward's change of the story makes it more 
dramatic, and the fact that William Ashe 
took Lady Kitty’: back to die in his arms 
shows him to have been an even more for- 
giving person than was William Lamb. Will- 
fam Lamb separated from Lady Caroline, 
notwithstanding his love for her, and took her 
back to his heart and home when he realized 
that she was mentally disordered. Asa mat-. 
ter of fact, Byron behaved more decently 
towards’ Lady Caroline than Cliffe is made 
to behave toward Lady Kitty. When Lady 
Caroline tried to persuade Byron to elope 
with her he not only refused but told her 
frankly that he was in love with another 
woman, Miss Milbank. This drove Lady 
Caroline nearly mad, and she pretended to 
burn all Byron's letters to her and his min- 
iature with theatrical effect. But she did 
not do it; the letters were waste paper and’ 
the miniature that of some one else. The real 
letters and the original miniature she kept 
till the day of her death. 


Mrs. Ward really need not have changed 
any of the facts in the life of Lady Caroline 
have made her novel. No fiction could be 
re startling or dramatic than the 
life of the volatile, happy Lady Caroline, 
whose husband, like William Ashe, was the 
one lover to remain true to her till the day of 
her death. 
‘That Mrs. Ward's novel is founded upon 
fact adds rather than detracts from its inter- 


est. The average reader does not care much 


for history and biography, but loves to have 
history and biography mixed with his fiction. 
Mrs. Ward has an unlimited fleld before her. 
It is not a field from which anybody can reap 
a harvest... It requires.as much cleverness to 
write a novel of this sort as one that is wholly 
imaginative, and it is a perfectly legitimate 
field for thé novelist to cultivate.

OLUME ILI: of The Cambridge Mod- 

ern History is, if. I am not mistaken, 

the fifth in point of publication (Mac- 

| Millan & Co.). It deals with “THE 

- WARS OF RELIGION,” which, in 

the sixteenth century, furnished the excuse 

for the warring of nation against nation, and 

of internecine conflicts which, however they 

were masked, were perhaps the strivings of 
the people against established authority. ° 

The editors of the history have been keen- 
ly alive to the subtle as well as the obvious 
forces which at this time were strengthening 
Europe and equipping her with that resolu- 
tion and fortitude which should make her 
impregnable to Ottoman influence. The clear 
division of her policy, her ideals and ambi- 
tions from those of the orient was made in. 
this reaction from Catholicism, this general 
development of individualism. 

That idea permeates the book. Not that 
the numerous authors make theses upon the 
subject. Such is, indeed, far from being the 
case. But the reader, swept from one scene 
of action to another, aghast at the sinister 


century, amazed at the intrepid uprisings of 
the people, enchanted at the vivacity and 
heartinese of the writers of the period, seems 
to see everywhere the definite evolution of the 

The time offset its opportunities with pe- 
euliar dangers. . If America had opened a 
way to ambition, the orient, more aggressive 
than ever before, was there to menace Euro- 
pean supremacy. If the navigator, the com- 
mon soldier, the tavern poet, the impassioned 
preacher found ways to lift themselves to the 
conspicuosity of princes, at the same time 
the most arrogant representatives of mon- 
archical authority sat established on their 
thrones. 

The wars which disturbed England, the 
low countries, the German empire, France, 
and Spain had not only their direct and im- 
mediate reasons for being but were charged 
and surcharged with ideas no less impelling 
because they were more or less unformulat- 
ed and inarticulate. 

In none of the preceding volumes of the 
distinguished work planned by Lord Acton 
has the great stream of Events appeared to 
attain a sweep so impetuous and so majestic. 
Every event had the effect of assisting in 
the convergence of influences out of which 
came the modern state. The foolish acts o. 
kings as well as the wise ones of commoners 
assisted to this end. The laughter of the 
poets helped. And the dark murders of mon- 
archs and of monarchs’ victims helped no 
less, ; 


“The Cambridge Modern History "’ is dis- 


of comment. Where s0 many were to partici- 
pate in the development of the vast historical 
story it is evident that theories;would prove 
a dangerous indulgence. Nor is it conceiva- 
ble that there would have been space for 
them. The close packed paragraphs, con- 
fining themselves to the facts of the rich nar- 
rative, show that the writers felt the im- ‘ 
perative need for brevity. It is, however, 
brevity without barrenness. 

The summing up of a great character or 
epoch is done with appropriate dignity and 
emphasis, and the eloquence of the book 
consists in the sincerity of its utterances and 
the propriety of its phrases. One has enjoy- 
ment in expressions such as the following: 

“The fervor of his temperament was pe- 
culiar to the Blizabethan,” observes Mr. Sid- 
ney Lee, “‘and in most of his utterances 
his passionate idiosyncrasy fused itself with 
the varied fruits of his study. Dependence 
on foreign example, so far from checking 
the fervid workings of native sentiment, in- 
vigorated, fertilized, and chastened it. The 
matter and manner of Elizabethan literature 
owed an enormous debt to foreign influence, 
but Elizabethan individuality survived the 
foreign invasion.” 


Or, to-pass from the period to the queen 
who presided over it with a profound ap- 
preciation of its glories—and of her own— 
it is profitable to review this sentence, which 
concludes the chapter on Elizabeth: 

‘*But, although Efizabeth’s rule was in- 
fected by nearly ali the vices of absolutism, 
it had a saving grace. Her ruthless methods 
worked much oppression and injustice, but 
her aim was noble. She regarded her 
‘ princely authority ' as an instrument given 
her by God wherewith to maintain her king- 
dom in honor and prosperity. She intuitive- 
ly recognized that her ascendency rested on 
her people’s confidence to exert her vast 
power for their good. She made no conceal- 
ment of this conviction. She never wearied 
of proclaiming her anxiety to secure her peo- 
ple’s happiness and her consequent title to 
her people’s affections. ‘Far above all 
earthly treasure,’ she said repeatedly, ‘I es- 
teem my people’s love.” Tle speech sank 
deep into her people’s heart, and enlivened 
their spirit so that the heavy yoke of her 
government sat lightly on their necks. It 
was the potency of her complex personality 
that alone made possible a sovereignty like 
hers over a people alive with physical and 
intellectual energy. The paradoxical union 
in her of the extremes of masculine strength 
and feminine weakness fascinated a liberty 
loving nation, and evoked an eager ac- 
quiescence in the bondage of an unlimited 
monarchy. But with her death the spell 
broke. Despotism, deprived of the halo of 
her genius, was seen in its native ugliness. 
Her successor’s graceless attempts at auto- 
cracy awoke in the country a sense of loath- 
ing for irresponsible sovereignty, and, with- 
in half a century of Elizabeth's death, 


despotism, such as she had pacticed, was 


itself dead in England.” 


Of peculiar interest is the chapter by M. 
R. Dunlop, entitled “ Ireland to the Settle- 
ment of Ulster,”’ which one finds in juxta- 
position to Martin Hume's “ Spain Under 
Philip III.” With excellent judgment the 
concluding chapter is devoted to “ Political 
Thought In the Sixteenth Century,” the Rev. 
J. Neville Figgis being the author. Dealing. 
as it does, with a history of-theortes, it 
keeps, neverthelces, well within the bounds 
of the subject as set by the time and by the 
existing state of sociological thought. A 
more brilliant chapter upon the sub is 
easily imaginable, the aspiration of the/au- 
thor being accuracy and temperate | 
ment—the only disadvantages to these qual- 
ities being that in the end they still fail, 
somehow, to convey the truth, but reproduce 
it only as the painter’s brush indicated with 
an orange disk the marvelous orb of day. 
In this chapter one longs, indeed, for an 
illuminated page—-a pen lese cautious, 
phrases less measured, than those approved 
by the editors of this history. 

How a few sprawling, none too accurate, 
intrinsically true exclamations by Thomas 
Carlyle would have made one appreciate 
what it was to come with struggle up to 
the fearful headland, below which lay—with 
what of beauty and what of terror the com- 
mon pen may not say—the illimitable sea 


of individual opportunity.

R. CYRUS TOWNSEND BRADY, in 

the preface to “THE TWO CAP- 
TAINS (The Macmillan company), 

) requests the critic te omit any refer- 

: ence to the number of books which he 
writes, as such reference is quite unneces- 
sary.and is wearying to the author. The 
fact that “ INDIAN FIGHTS AND FIGHT- 
ERS,” by Cyrus Townsend Brady, LL. D. 
(McClure, Phillips & Co.), appears from the 
press almost simultaneously with the novel 


makes it impossible to accede to the author's 


request. The reader has a right to know 
that the novelist and the doctor of laws are 
the same person, that the novel contains as 
much history as the frontier chronicle, and 


that the two narratives are equally exciting 


and share alike faults and merits. 

Mr. Brady is doubtless sincere in insisting 
that he could write no better even if he wrote 
fewer books. The faults in his styleare of so 
fundamental a character that no person 
capable of committing them would be capable 
of recognizing them. His spirit is so vigorous 
that no fetters of style can bind it, and his 
friendly readers have not asked him for ex- 
cuses. 

If Mr. Brady had not confused the func- 
tions of the critic and the reviewer he would 
not have directed this appeal or this defiance, 
as it may be, to this supposedly hostile class. 


The critic may point out toa young author, 
for the benefit of the author or other novices, 
those defects which may be cured or which 
render further endeavor futile. He may 
pass judgment according to the abstract 
standards of art, considering each book as a 
striving efter ideal perfection and as a can- 
didate for immortality. The reviewer has a 
different duty. His office is to tell a multi- 
tude of readers of widely differing inclina- 
tions where they will find what they seek 
and where they may avoid that for which 
they have no taste. A book which sets the 
critic’s teeth on edge often receives deserved 
praise from a reviewer for its innate vitality, 
but the critical reader has as much right to 
be warned as the uncritical reader has to be 
notified. 

Of Mr. Brady’s novel, then, let this be said: 
The two captains are Bonaparteand Nelson, 
the action of the story ranges from Toulon 
to the Nile, the hero is a gallant Irishman 
and his French sweetheart is a true heroine, 
the plot is dramatic, well sustained, and 
thrilling. Nine persons out of ten will like 
the book, the tenth will never read It. 
‘In “Indian Fights and Fighters” Mr. 
Brady has shown rare industry in searching 
out all possible information regarding the 
historic years 1866-1876. ‘With the utmost 
frankness he has included the testimony or 
opinions of some with whom he is not at all 
in accord, and the accounts given of the va- 
rious episodes of the war with the Sioux, 
from the affair of Fort Phil Kearney to the 
death of Crazy Horse, are, as intended, au- 


thoritative and final.
